Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  sixteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough  of  Higham  Ferrers  for 
the  year  1963.  The  report  is  set  out  as  in  previous  years  and  is 
in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular  1/64. 

Brief  reference  in  this  letter  will  be  made  to  items  of  interest  in  the 
different  sections. 

In  Section  A which  deals  with  the  Natural  and  Social  conditions,  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  population  figure  3,850  showed  an  increase  of  20  on 
the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate  12.20  per  1,000  of  population  showed  a 
very  slight  decrease  on  the  previous  year  when  it  was  12.53.  There  were 
no  stillbirths.  There  were  three  in  the  previous  year.  Deaths  showed  a 
slight  fall,  being  four  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  death  rate  for 
the  year  was  9.35  per  1,000  of  population.  The  previous  year  it  was 
10.44.  Once  again  the  commonest  cause  of  death  was  due  to  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  circulatory  system,  but  it  will  be  seen  that  most  of  these 
deaths  occurred  in  the  older  age  groups.  There  were  no  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  year  was  21.27  per  1,000 
live  births.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year  was  Nil. 

The  area  is  well  provided  for  with  regard  to  the  General  Provisions  of 
Health  Services  and  information  concerning  these  services  will  be  found 
in  Section  B.  The  Old  Folks'  Welfare  Committee  continues  to  carry  on 
its  excellent  work  in  the  Borough  and  some  details  of  their  work  will  be 
found  in  this  section. 

The  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  are  dealt  with  in  Section 
C,  and  it  will  be  noted  that  there  is  an  improvement  in  the  crude  sewage 
as  it  arrives  at  the  sewage  works  as  a result  of  pre-treatment  of  trade 
wastes  carried  out  at  the  different  factories  in  the  Borough.  The  Borough 
receives  its  water  supply  from  the  Higham  Ferrers  and  Rushden  Water 
Board  and  the  sources  of  this  supply  are  given. 

Section  D is  concerned  with  Housing  and  the  numbers  of  Council  and 
private  houses  built  during  the  year  are  given.  The  clearance  of  unfit 
properties  continues  and  families  are  re-housed  from  these  premises  into 
suitable  accommodation.  The  clearance  of  the  Corporation  Spring 
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Gardens  area  was  completed  and  this  site  should  be  a most  agreeable  one 
when  re-developed  for  old  folks. 

Section  E gives  information  about  the  supervision  and  inspection  of 
food,  always  an  important  item. 

There  was  no  serious  epidemic  of  any  of  the  infectious  diseases,  as 
will  be  seen  from  Section  F,  which  deals  with  the  prevalence  of  and 
control  over  infectious  diseases.  However,  three  cases  of  food  poisoning 
occurred,  with  one  death.  All  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  require  thorough 
investigation  and  should  be  notified  if  steps  are  to  be  taken  to  protect  the 
community.  Many  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurring  in  households  do 
not  even  call  in  their  own  doctor.  It  is  important  that  all  cases  should  be 
investigated.  Reference  is  made  to  the  large  numbers  of  vaccinations 
carried  out  following  the  Smallpox  scare.  It  is  hoped  that  these  figures 
will  be  maintained,  as  also  the  immunisation  against  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Plummer  for  his  ever-ready 
assistance  throughout  the  year,  and  information  supplied  for  this  report. 
Also  Miss  Pearson  for  her  help  in  compiling  this  report,  and  I have  listed 
other  persons  who  have  supplied  information.  Finally,  I should  like  to 
thank  the  chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
interest  and  help  throughout  the  year.

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SECTION  A. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Area — The  area  of  the  Borough  is  1,945  acres.  The  density  of 
population  is  equivalent  to  1.9  persons  per  acre.  The  number  of  occupied 
dwellings  in  the  Borough  is  1,361,  and  the  housing  factor  is  2.8  persons 
per  house. 

Population — The  population  figure  for  the  Borough  given  in  the 
Registrar-General’s  returns  for  1963  was  3,850.  This  shows  an  increase 
of  20  on  the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase,  i.e.  births  compared 
with  deaths,  was  11. 

Deaths — -Thirty-six  deaths  were  recorded  for  the  year  which  gives  a 
death  rate  of  9.35  per  1,000  of  population.  This  shows  a fall  on  the 
previous  year  when  the  rate  was  10.44  when  40  deaths  were  recorded. 
The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1963  was  12.2. 

On  examining  the  causes  of  death  which  are  given  in  Table  No.  1, 
Section  H,  it  will  be  seen  again  that  the  greatest  cause  was  due  to  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system.  These  deaths  numbered  22  out  of  a 
total  of  36  deaths.  Twelve  of  the  deaths  under  this  heading  were  caused 
by  coronary  disease  or  angina,  five  male  deaths  and  seven  female.  Two 
of  these  deaths  were  in  the  age  group  55  to  65  years,  six  in  group  65-75 
years,  and  four  in  group  75  years  and  over.  Three  of  the  remaining  deaths 
from  diseases  of  the  heart  were  in  age  group  65-75  years,  and  six  deaths 
were  in  the  group  75  years  and  over.  From  all  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
majority  of  deaths  were  in  the  older  age  groups,  but  three  out  of  the  twelve 
were  in  the  comparatively  younger  age  group  of  55-65  years.  Deaths 
from  coronary  disease  or  angina  showed  an  increase  of  four  on  the  previous 
year,  and  again  it  was  noticed  that  female  deaths  out  numbered  male. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  showed  an  increase  of  one,  the 
total  being  seven.  Two  cases  were  malignant  disease  of  the  lung  or 
bronchus,  which  is  one  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  Both  cases  oc- 
curred in  men.  Five  of  the  deaths  from  cancer  were  in  the  age  groups 
55-65  years,  and  the  two  remaining  deaths  were  in  the  age  group  75  years 
and  over. 

No  deaths  occurred  from  Tuberculosis  for  the  sixth  year  in  succession. 
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The  following  table  shows  a comparison  between  the  death  rates  for 
England  and  Wales,  the  Administrative  County  and  the  Borough  of 
Higham  Ferrers  for  the  last  five  years  :

Births — Forty-seven  live  births  were  recorded,  which  is  one  less  than 
the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  12.20  per  1,000  of 
population  compared  with  12.53  for  the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  for  1963  was  18.2.  The  following  table  shows  a 
comparison  between  the  birth  rates  for  England  and  Wales,  the  Adminis- 
trative County  and  the  Borough  for  a five-year  period.

Stillbirths— No  stillbirths  were  recorded,  so  the  rate  per  1,000  of 
population  is  Nil.  In  the  previous  year  three  stillbirths  occurred,  which 
gave  a rate  of  0.78  per  1,000  of  population. 

Illegitimate  Births  — One  birth  occurred,  which  gives  a rate  of  0.25 
per  1,000  of  population.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year  was  0.52,  when 
two  births  occurred. 

Infant  Mortality — One  baby  death  occurred,  which  gives  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  21.27  per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  for  the  previous 
two  years  was  Nil.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
for  1963  was  20.9. 

Neo-natal  Mortality— This  is  a sub-division  of  the  infant  mortality 
rate  and  is  concerned  with  infant  deaths  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life. 
The  one  death  was  within  this  period,  so  the  rate  for  the  year  was  21.27. 
The  rate  for  the  previous  year  was  Nil.  There  is  a further  sub-division  of 
the  rate  now  and  this  concerns  deaths  within  the  first  week  of  life.  The 
one  death  came  within  this  period  and  again  the  rate  for  the  year  is  21.27 
per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year  was  Nil. 
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The  following  table  gives  a comparison  between  the  infant  mortality 
rates  for  England  and  Wales,  the  Administrative  County  and  the  Borough 
for  the  last  five  years  :

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Laboratory  Service — Facilities  are  available  at  the  Public  Health 
laboratories  at  Northampton  for  the  routine  examination  of  water  samples, 
milk,  washed  bottle  rinses  and  churn  rinses.  Samples  associated  with  the 
control  of  communicable  diseases  are  also  sent  to  this  laboratory  which 
comes  under  Dr.  Hoyle.  The  area  is  also  served  by  a laboratory  at  the 
Rushden  Memorial  Hospital,  The  Hay  way,  Rushden,  the  Park  Hospital, 
Wellingborough,  and  the  main  laboratory  at  the  Kettering  General 
Hospital,  which  comes  under  Dr.  Voss.

Infant  Welfare  Centres — The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  these 
centres  and  a welfare  clinic  is  held  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Thursday  of  the 
month  at  the  Methodist  Church  Rooms,  High  Street. 

National  Assistance  Act — Under  Section  47  of  this  Act,  old  folk  in 
need  of  care  and  attention,  and  who  are  unable  to  look  after  themselves 
can  be  removed  to  suitable  premises  where  they  can  be  looked  after.  No 
action  was  found  necessary  under  this  Section  during  the  year. 

The  Old  Folks’  Welfare  Committee  continues  to  carry  out  its  excellent 
work  in  the  Borough.  A copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  this  Committee 
has  been  kindly  supplied  to  me  by  their  Hon.  Secretary,  Mrs.  G.  Murdin, 
and  the  following  are  extracts  from  this  report  : 

Darby  and  Joan  Club — An  increase  in  the  men  members  was  noted. 
There  are  27  male  and  67  female  members.  There  are  12  associate 
members.  Owing  to  the  long  spell  of  bad  weather  the  weekly  average 
attendance  was  down  to  66  against  70  last  year. 

Library — There  are  still  two  libraries  operating  at  the  Club,  the  Com- 
mittee’s private  collection  and  one  belonging  to  the  County.  An  average 
of  40  books  a week  are  loaned  out. 

Meals  on  Wheels — This  service  is  running  smoothly  and  meals  were 
served  during  holiday  periods. 

Chiropody — This  service  continues  to  flourish  and  is  a great  boon  to 
the  old  folk.  The  charge  to  patients  continued  at  3/-  per  treatment, 
although,  due  to  a National  award,  charges  have  gone  up  to  9/-  per 
treatment  and  15/-  for  domiciliary  patients. 

Hospital  Visits — Two  Committee  members  visit  on  a monthly  rota 
all  Higham  Ferrers  patients  at  the  Park  Hospital.  Each  patient  receives 
2/6  per  visit  and  5/-  at  Christmas.  Club  members  at  S.  Crispin’s  hospital 
receive  their  birthday  present. 

Annual  Holiday — Twenty-nine  old  people  visited  Clacton  under  the 
County  Sponsored  scheme  in  May.  Seventy  people  spent  a very  enjoyable 
holiday  at  Southsea  in  September,  this  holiday  being  organised  privately. 
Once  again  the  Round  Table  assisted  in  the  collection  of  luggage. 

Handicrafts — An  exhibition  of  handicrafts  was  displayed  in  the  Co- 
operative Society  Drapery  window  by  courtesy  of  the  manageress.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


Water  Supply — The  Higham  Ferrers  and  Rnshden  Water  Board  are 
responsible  for  the  water  supply  to  the  Borough.  The  Board  provide  a 
treated  water  supply  and  the  sources  of  supply  are  as  follows: 

Above  Ground  Source — Sywell  Reservoir,  which  has  a capacity  of 
236,000,000  gallons,  and  is  situated  in  the  Wellingborough  Rural  District. 
The  reservoir  is  dependent  upon  springs  and  surface  rainwater  from  the 
surrounding  catchment  area,  also  two  small  brooks  flow  into  the  reser- 
voir. The  size  of  the  area  is  68J  acres.  Treatment  of  water  at  these 
works  consists  of  slow  sand  filtration,  rapid  gravel  filtration,  followed  by 
chlorination. 

Under  Ground  Source  of  Supply — (a)  Hardwater  Crossing,  Wollaston. 
The  source  of  supply  here  is  from  wells  sunk  in  the  Nene  River  Gravels. 
These  wells  yield  approximately  250,000  gallons  per  day.  The  water 
from  this  source  is  rather  hard.  Treatment  of  water  consists  of  first, 
mechanical  filtration,  followed  by  chlorination. 

(b)  Ditchford.  Water  is  extracted  from  the  gravels  by  porous 
concrete  collector  ducts  which  are  laid  in  the  alluvial  gravels  adjacent  to 
Ditchford  lake.  Treatment  of  water  consists  of  rapid  gravel  filtration, 
partial  softening,  aeration,  and  finally,  chlorination. 

(c)  Further  sources  of  supply  belonging  to  the  Board  are  a gravel 
well  at  Earls  Barton  and  Springs  at  Grendon.

Remarks  : Sywell — The  results  obtained  on  the  analysis  of  this 
sample  indicate  a water  of  moderate  hardness  containing  an  appreciable 
amount  of  organic  matter  though  free  from  bacterial  contamination. 
This  water  is  fit  for  drinking  purposes. 

Wollaston — The  results  obtained  on  analysis  of  this  water  indicate 
a hard  water  containing  an  appreciable  amount  of  organic  matter  though 
relatively  few  bacteria.  The  presence  of  ‘ iron  bacteria  ’ should  be 
noted.  This  water  is  fit  for  drinking  purposes. 
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Treatment — All  water  sold  by  the  Board  is  treated  before  being 
pumped  into  circulation.

Sewage  Disposal,  Drainage  and  Sewerage — These  are  modern  works 
constructed  in  1954.  Crude  sewage  as  it  arrives  at  the  works  first  flows 
into  settlement  tanks  where  it  is  allowed  to  stand.  Heavy  matter  falls 
to  the  bottom  and  it  is  drained  off  as  sludge.  This  is  run  to  a series  of 
sludge  beds  to  dry  off.  The  supernatent  sewage  runs  from  the  settle- 
ment tanks  to  the  primary  filter  beds,  percolates  through  the  clinker  and 
is  acted  upon  by  the  anaerobic  bacteria.  The  effluent  is  collected  from 
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these  beds  into  a humus  tank  and  led  finally  from  this  to  the  secondary 
filter  beds  where  the  same  process  is  carried  out.  From  these  beds 
through  humus  tanks  final  effluent  goes  to  the  River  Nene.  In  the  past, 
due  to  the  very  strong  nature  of  the  Crude  sewage  it  was  impossible  to 
get  a satisfactory  final  effluent.  The  situation  has  been  improved 
considerably  by  the  Manufacturers  in  the  Borough  installing  pre-treatment 
works  on  their  premises  and  so  the  strength  of  the  crude  sewage  as  it 
arrives  at  the  works  has  been  reduced.  With  the  exception  of  one,  all 
Manufacturers  have  now  completed  the  installation  of  pre-treatment 
plants  at  their  works.  It  is  hoped  in  the  near  future  that  the  one  remain- 
ing manufacturer  will  also  be  able  to  carry  out  similar  work.  This  was 
held  up  due  to  lack  of  space  in  the  past. 

The  Council’s  Consultant  Engineers  have  taken  a series  of  samples  of 
Crude  Sewage  and  have  submitted  a further  report  to  the  Council. 

The  following  Chemical  Analyses  of  crude  sewage  and  final  effluent 
show  the  improvement  that  has  taken  place  at  these  works  :

Movable  Dwellings — Caravan  sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act  1960 — One  site  licence  was  renewed.  This  is  the  only  site,  and  four 
visits  were  made  during  the  course  of  the  year.

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SECTION  D. 


HOUSING 


In  1963  the  Council’s  building  programme  consisted  of  the 
construction  of  ten  two-bedroomed  houses.  These  houses  were  built  on 
the  Elizabeth  Way  Estate. 

In  last  year's  report,  reference  was  made  to  the  re-housing  of  families 
from  properties  in  Spring  Gardens.  This  was  completed  and  houses  in 
the  Corporation  Terrace-Spring  Gardens  area  have  all  been  demolished 
and  the  area  cleared.  This  site  is  to  be  re-developed  and  it  is  proposed  to 
erect  14  old  folks’  bungalows.  Work  on  this  project  has  commenced. 

The  High  Street-Northampton  Road  Clearance  Area  was  confirmed 
and  the  re-housing  of  families  from  these  properties  has  commenced. 

Improvement  Grants — Ten  Improvement  Grants  were  approved 
during  the  year.  This  is  four  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  carrying 
out  of  this  type  of  work  is  a benefit  to  the  town,  because  providing  the 
necessary  amenities  means  that  the  houses  improved  are  brought  up  to 
standard.  The  life  of  many  of  the  older  types  of  houses  may  be  prolonged 
by  this  action,  which  is  satisfactory. 

Private  Development — Fifteen  houses  were  constructed  during  the 
year  and  a further  14  houses  were  in  the  course  of  erection  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Housing  Applications — The  Housing  List  remained  steady  during  the 
year,  although  the  re-housing  of  tenants  from  the  High  Street- 
Northampton  Road  Clearance  Area  eased  the  list  somewhat.  The  suit- 
able exchange  of  houses  is  being  encouraged,  which  can  often  result  in  the 
satisfactory  rehousing  of  some  urgent  cases.  The  Housing  List  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  as  follows  :

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SECTION  E. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Food  Premises — Twenty-nine  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  in 
the  Borough  during  the  year. 

A summary  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
during  the  year  will  be  found  in  Table  No.  2 in  Section  H.

A packet  of  sausages  was  brought  in  by  a purchaser  and  was  found 
to  be  mouldy.  The  Council  sent  a warning  letter  to  the  firm  concerned. 

A bottle  of  milk  was  the  subject  of  a complaint.  It  was  found  that 
the  bottle  was  stained  by  a paint-like  substance.  The  Dairy  concerned 
were  cautioned  by  letter. 

The  general  public  should  assist  the  milk  trade  by  seeing  that  all 
milk  bottles  are  returned  in  a clean  condition  and  that  milk  bottles  are 
not  used  for  any  other  purposes. 

Milk  Supply — There  is  no  milk  pasteurisation  plant  in  the  Borough. 
Milk  supplies  are  obtained  from  outside  the  area.  Two  neighbouring 
authorities  have  pasteurisation  plants  and  routine  samples  of  milk, 
washed  bottle  rinses  and  churn  rinses  are  taken.  The  Borough  is  re- 
sponsible for  milk  delivered  in  the  area.  Two  samples  of  milk  were  taken 
during  the  year  and  the  results  of  examination  were  satisfactory. 

Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice-cream — Twelve  premises  are  registered 
for  the  sale  of  ice-cream.  No  ice-cream  is  manufactured  in  the  Borough 
and  ice-cream  sold  in  the  area  is  pre-packed. 

Slaughterhouses — There  are  no  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the 
Borough  but  adjacent  authorities  have  slaughterhouses  where  all  meat 
used  for  human  consumption  is  inspected  before  use.

SECTION  F. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


Smallpox — There  have  been  no  cases  of  Smallpox  in  the  Borough  for 
many  years,  nor  in  the  County.  This  fact,  although  very  satisfactory, 
must  not  blind  us  to  the  fact  that  with  modern  quick  methods  of  travel, 
a case  could  be  planted  in  our  midst  without  any  warning.  Last  year  369 
vaccinations  were  carried  out  compared  with  63  in  the  previous  year. 
This  was  due  to  the  scare  created  by  cases  of  imported  smallpox  occurring 
in  the  country.  Previous  to  this,  vaccination  figures  in  the  area  have 
never  been  altogether  satisfactory,  and  far  below  a satisfactory  level.  If 
a case  should  occur  in  an  unprotected  community,  spread  may  be  very 
rapid,  and  so  it  is  in  the  interests  of  the  community  that  the  protection 
rate  should  be  kept  high. 

It  has  always  been  my  opinion  that  the  best  time  for  primary  vaccina- 
tion is  the  third  to  fourth  month.  At  this  age  the  baby  is  not  so  active 
and  much  time  is  spent  in  sleep.  Now  the  recommended  age  is  the  second 
year  of  life.  The  child  is  very  active  at  this  age,  with  resultant  difficulties 
with  regard  to  vaccination.  Also,  parents  would  appear  to  be  more 
reluctant  or  forgetful  to  have  their  children  vaccinated  at  this  age. 

Vaccination  figures  are  not  available,  and  so  unfortunately  a com- 
parison cannot  be  made  with  the  1962  figures  to  see  if  the  high  rate  has 
been  maintained.  It  is  more  than  likely  it  has  not. 

Diphtheria — The  last  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  in  the  Borough 
nineteen  years  ago.  This  proves  the  success  of  the  campaign  waged 
against  diphtheria  over  the  years  and  the  co-operation  received  from 
parents  in  having  their  children  immunised.  Figures  of  numbers  im- 
munised are  not  available,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  are  being 
maintained  at  a satisfactory  level.  With  the  triple  injection,  protection 
is  given  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 

Pneumonia — Two  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified,  which  is  the 
same  number  as  in  the  previous  year.  No  deaths  were  attributed  to  this 
cause.  There  was  one  death  in  the  previous  year.

Erysipelas — One  case  occurred,  which  is  the  same  number  as  in  the 
previous  year. 

Measles — There  were  only  twelve  cases  compared  with  106  in  the 
previous  year.  It  was  not  a measles  year. 

Whooping  Cough — For  the  second  year  in  succession  no  cases  were 
notified,  which  is  very  satisfactory. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum — No  cases  occurred. 

Poliomyelitis — It  is  five  years  since  the  last  case  was  notified  in  the 
Borough  and  again  reference  must  be  made  to  the  very  successful  cam- 
paign waged  against  this  infectious  disease.  The  number  of  children 
immunised  during  the  year  is  not  available,  but  it  is  believed  that  the 
figures  are  being  maintained  at  a satisfactory  level. 


Dysentery — One  case  was  notified.  There  were  no  cases  in  the 
previous  year.  Whenever  any  of  the  excremental  diseases  are  notified  a 
visit  is  made  to  the  household  and  instructions  given  with  regard  to  the 
prevention  of  spread.  Pamphlets  are  left  giving  full  instructions  con- 
cerning the  method  of  spread  of  these  diseases  and  how  prevention  can 
be  carried  out.  Washing  of  hands  after  a visit  to  the  toilet  is  one  of  the 
preventive  measures,  and  also  cleanliness  of  lavatory  seat  and  chain 
handles.  This,  plus  the  protection  of  food  against  all  possible  source  of 
contamination. 

Food  Poisoning- — Although  no  cases  were  notified,  three  cases  were 
thoroughly  investigated.  Unfortunately  the  source  was  not  discovered. 
There  was  no  connection  between  the  three  cases  and  no  links  could  be 
found.  They  could  have  been  cases  occurring  miles  apart,  but  the  same 
germ  was  found  in  each  case.  One  case  died,  but  the  person  had  not 
sought  medical  attention  until  a very  late  stage,  and  there  were  other 
complications. 

All  cases  of  food  poisoning  are  not  notified,  in  fact,  often  no  doctor  is 
called  in.  The  more  cases  that  are  notified  the  better  chance  one  has  of 
finding  the  source,  and  as  cases  may  be  the  result  of  negligence  or  poor 
standards  of  hygiene,  steps  to  alter  such  conditions  can  be  taken.  All 
cases  of  food  poisoning  should  be  notified  in  the  interests  of  the  com- 
munity. 

Tuberculosis — Three  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  the  year  compared  with  none  in  the  previous  year.  The 
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following  table  shows  the  number  of  new  cases  and  deaths  over  the  last 
thirteen  years  :

It  is  interesting  to  note  from  this  table  the  fact  that  although  deaths 
from  Tuberculosis  have  fallen  to  a very  low  rate,  notifications  continue  to 
occur.  Although  great  steps  have  been  taken  to  wipe  out  this  disease  we 
are  still  far  from  accomplishing  this  happy  state,  and  the  situation  must 
be  kept  under  constant  observation,  especially  with  the  large  number  of 
immigrants  to  this  country.  The  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis 
register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  as  follows  :
